MATERIALS AND TOOLS 


Mending books promptly not only affords a 
distinct saving in cost but also: 

(a) Keeps the books clean and in good condition, 
providing greater appeal to the borrowers. 

(b) Keeps popular books in circulation when the 
demand is greatest. 

(c) Increases the life of the books. 

Mending books wisely at the first sign of loose 
leaves, tears, or breaks in the binding means econ- 
omy, but overmending of books that will eventually 
be rebound should be avoided. 

In mending or recasing books, gummed or un-

gummed materials may be used, but careful con- 
sideration should be given to this question, as 
experience has proved that soft and pliable un- 
gummed materials are better for the books, and the 
results are more lasting. Ungummed materials are 
recommended in the pamphlet, ‘‘The care and 
binding of books and magazines,’’ prepared by the 
A. L. A. Committee on bookbinding. Library 
Bureau again endorses this recommendation. Un- 
gummed materials with L. B. Semi-Fluid Paste are 
more adhesive, more flexible and durable. Gum- 
med materials must be used with discretion, as they 
are likely to harden, crack, or discolor with age.
